to an y such crim e as this. 
"The actions of Sam uel Locke, 
his 
relations with the m urdered 
woman. 
and his general reputation as testified 
to and as his letters to -the m urdered 
wom an show, were gone over in detail 
by Mr. Yeaton. tending to show a de­ 
p rav ity in keeping w ith the m urd er 
of F annie Sprague. 
•T he incidents th a t dieretlv follow 
the m urder, the g ath ering of the ex­ 
celsior, the sa tu ra tin g 
of tile body 
with oil, and the setting the

A NEW GRAFT P R O P O S E D . 
After various civil pension measures 
have been rejected the legislature has 
now another scheme 
on hand 
for 
otmfiling cities to part with their mon­ 
ey. 
It Is a bill providing that a city 
or town may pay to the heirs of any 
of Its employe* who bus died a sum 
equal to three-quarters of the annual 
compensation of such employe. 
This bill is favored by Corporation 
Counsel Bailey of Boston, who says it 
Vould bo better to have a general law 
of this kind than the present arrange­ 
m ent under which the heirs of a man 
dying early in the year, get nearly his
